Before pronou ncing sentence, 
Ju dge O’By rne asked the de­ 
fendants if they had any thing 
to say why the death penalty 
shou ld not be giv en. 
After a moment’s pau se, Neal 
said, “I gu ess not.” Marshall re­ 
plied, “All I hav e to say is that 
I told the tru th all throu gh this 
trial and am v ery sorry this had 
to happen.” Neither gav e any 
ou tward sign of emotion. 
Earlier in the ev ening, Hu gh 
Marshall, Sr., 49 , father of the 
y ou ngest defendant, was arrest­ 
ed by Detectiv e Meredith Stew­ 
art of the state police and Sher­ 
iff Ralph Brown of Shelby cou n­ 
ty , on a charge of being an ac­ 
cessory to the crime. 
Police said they arrested him 
becau se of his statem ents on the 
witness stand last Friday .

T. A. Coleman, acting director 
of cooperativ e ex tension work in 
Indiana, informed the cou nty 
board of edu cation regarding the 
prev isions of the new state law 
on cou nty agents.

Du Pont is owner of Rosemont 
and Fairy Hill which won the 
$100,000 handicap and $50,000 
derby on successive Saturdays 
a t S anta A nita this past winter. 
He holds no office in the asso­ 
ciation, 
which 
includes 
25 
stockholders, but is personally 
supervising m uch of the con­ 
struction. 
O utstanding features include 
two steeplechase courses; a slop­ 
ing lawn fronting the 
grand­ 
stand with its lowest point five 
feet above the track; quarters for 
the ex clusive Delaware Turf club 
atop a grandstand seating 8,000; 
stables for 1,000 horses surround­ 
ed by an electrically charged 
fence, an outdoor saddling pad­ 
dock, and convenient tran spo rta­ 
tion w ith term inals of two rail­ 
roads less than 100 yards from 
stands. Some five miles of beau­ 


tiful Jhedge border the entrances 
and parking fields. 
Du Pont has assisted in build­ 
ing 
seven 
other 
steeplechase 
courses but none, in his opinion, 
com pares with Delaware park. 
Many of the 15 jum ps have been 
modeled after Ain tree’s famed 
obstacles. 
The inner jum ping course is a 
mile in length, w ith seven fenc­ 
es. The other course is a mile ahd 
three-eighths, w ith eight jumps. 
It is unique in tha t it leaves the 
track proper a t one point and 
runs nearly a half-m ile into the 
country. 
Although the jum ps were built 
last fall, steeplechase races prob­ 
ably will be lim ited at the first 
meeting. Du Pont is desirous tha t 
the turf and fences be in perfect 
condition. He figures the surface 
needs a t least another year be­

Bidding for the best horses, du 
Pont has outlined

program 
w hich calls for several $10,000 
stakes, n<? race w ith a value of 
iess than $1,000, and a $1,200 fea­

The num ber of stakes depends 
on the length of the meeting. 
Right now the track is limited to 
20 days but a bill is before the 
legislature which would add an ­ 
other 10.

AGAINST IRRITATION—AGAINST COUGH 
CBig Mr 
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WEATHER AND CRIME 
Studies in many countries seem to indicate 
th at tem perature h as an effect on th e number 
and kind of crimes committed, and after an ex­ 
tensive survey based on an observance of six 
years on weath er conditions affecting crime, 
th e facts revealed are very interesting. 
Th e survey was made in two large American 
cities wh ere varied climates and weath er condi­ 
tions prevail. Th e finding sh owed th at th e num ­ 
ber of arrests increased regularly with th e rise 
of th e mercury, but at 8 5 degrees, crimes of vio­ 
lence began to decrease. Extremely h ot weath er 
may make a man feel like figh ting, but it also 
takes away th e desire to put h is inclination into 
action, it was determined. 
Th e survey sh owed th at assault and battery, 
murder and oth er crimes against morals reach ed 
th eir maximum in July and August, wh ile in win­ 
ter th ey were on th e downward grade. An expert 
along th is line of investigation h as sumed it up 
as follows: 
“In summer, people get out of th e h ouses more, 
contacts are more numerous, th e opportunities 
for disagreements are greater, and consequently, 
th ere is a greater possibility of personal violence 
th an in winter. On th e oth er h and, cold indi­ 
rectly produces crimes against property by rea­ 
son of th e fact th at in winter economic need is 
greater, seasonal occupations are closed down 
and, th erefore, money is .scarce with wh ich to 
buy th e necessities of life. Th e temptations to 
steal are consequently greater th an in summer. 
“Th ere is some evidence to support th e th eory 
th at h eat exerts an influence upon th e action of 
th e nervous system. Cloudy weath er was found 
to be th e freest from personal encounters due to 
th e depressing influence of gloomy days. 
It is 
also believed th at murders increase during ex­ 
cessive dry periods and seemed to accompany 
h igh winds.”

At present, General Franco’s fortunes are at 
low ebb. His only h ope of salvation seems to lie 
in th e ppssibility th at Italy and Germany, con­ 
sidering it vital to th eir own interests th at th e 
cause of Fascism be uph eld at all costs, may in­ 
tervene on a large scale. Th e outcome, of course, 
would be a general warfare into wh ich oth er Eu­ 
ropean nations, now making scrupulous efforts 
to remain aloof, will inevitably be drawn. Spain 
will th en become a puppet state, with not even 
a soul to call its own. 


MUSSOLINI LOSES
